a law ^requiring a general 8-hour 
day to spread employment. 


4. That a special bfll for Milwau- 


kee-co be enacted permitting coun- 
ty and municipal governments to set 
up cooperative machinery which 
will allow relief money of the coun- 
ty to be used for employment and 
improvements in various municipali- 
ties.

of William Mauthe not to accept re- 
appointment as chairman of the Wis- 
consin Conservation commission. Un- 
der his direction conservation in Wis- 
-consin has made noteworthy progress, 
and his leadership and enthusiasm will 
be missed. 


Despite his numerous business con- 


nections and their demands upon his 
energy, Mr. Mauthe devoted a. great 
deal of time to his non-salaried officer 
In addition to attending meetings of 
the commission, wrestling -with its 
problems, answering the huge corre- 
spondence which the office entailed, 
Mr. Mauthe always was ready to sac- 
rifice more time and energy to preach 
'the-doctrine of conservation from one 
'" end of the state to the other. 


Mr. Mauthe's ability to visualize 


conservation in its larger aspects has 
been his most important service. This 
was aptly illustrated by the action of 
. the commission following the gover- 
nor's veto of the fishing license bill 
which materially reduced funds avail- 


" able to the commission and compelled 


drastic curtailment of its activities. 


Instead of following the lead of 


Michigan, where curtailment of funds 
was followed by complete abandon- 
ment of reforestation in favor of other 
phases of conservation, the Wiscon- 
sin commission continued its forestry 
program unabated, and reduced ex- 
penses by sharp curtailment of other 
activities.

gan and Wisconsin commissions, the 
Detroit News commented: 


"Those who understand that forest 


restoration automatically creates rec- 
reational grounds and serves as a 
great aid in maintaining our wild life 
resources through the establishment 
of prote'ctive cover will agree that 
Wisconsin has taken the better step."

servation thoroughly regret Mr. Mau- 
the's resignation. Although they sym-

A FRONTIER OF ACCORD 
The dedication of the Perry's Vic- 


tory Memorial at Put-in-Bay, Ohio on 
July 31 will do more than commemo- 
rate Perry's memorable victory in the 
Battle o£ Lake Erie. It will also be the 
occasion for reaffirming the Rush- 
Bagot agreement of 1817 between the 
United States and Great Britain, 
which established a frontier of accord 
unique and distinct among the terri- 
torial demarcations of the "world. 


The memorial, although recalling an 


'American naval victory, is equally a 
reminder of more than one hundred 
years of peace between the United 
States and Canada, One of the four 
bronze tablets to be unveiled "will con- 
tain the text of the border treaty. 


Wisconsin, through its contribu- 


tions, has an interest in this dedication. 
Though not a border state the Great 
Lakes give it contact with the north- 
era empire. 


The treaty of 1817 provided that 


each nation was to maintain only one 
vessel on Lake Ontario, only two in 
the upper lakes, and only one each on 
Lake Charnplain, 


Several times has the border agree- 


ment been under fire and even abroga- 
tion was threatened when feelings ran 
high between this country and Great 
Britain in Civil war days. But for ev- 
ery difference that has arisen the rem- 
edy has been sane and effective arbi- 
tration. The International Joint Com- 
mission, to which differences are refer- 
red, has taken care of that.

strain, if you are near-sighted, al- 
ways wear your glasses when you 
read or do any kind of near work 
with your eyes. 
It is a fortunate thing for the 


vision of near-sighted eyes that the 
child requires re-testing from time 
to time and a change of glasses to 
suit the changing focusing power 
•of the eye at rest. That Is, it Is 
fortunate if the test or examination

them aseful to mankind. 
The scientists who are making the 
_ 
eats are Professors Michael 


J-T Gayer and Frederick I*. Hisaw, 
both of the zoology department of 
the University. Prof. Guyer is mak- 
ing special studies of cancer and the 
inheritance of certain deformities 
and abEormal't'^s while Prof. Hisaw 
is experimenting with the ductless 
glands of internal secretions, scien- 
tifically known as endocrine glands. 
These secretions are commonly call- 
ed hormones. 
These studies are just a few of 


the more ?*"*" 50 experiments which 
are being earned on at the present 
time In the zoological laboratories " 
in the B'olcgy building. For use in 
the experiments, approximately 3,000 ^ 


including rats, m-ce, rab- j 


bits, monkeys frogs, and fish are i 
kept in the laboratories. 
Secretions Important 


The ductless or endocrine glands 


produce these various inter- 
nal secretions with which the ei- 
•Deriments are being conducted occur 
In all backboned animals from fishes 
to taan, according to Prof. Guyer. 
who pointed out that the secretions 
themselvss are second in import- 
ance only to the nervous system in 
keeping the parts of the body ia 
harmonious operation; and that they 
are necessary for normal develop- 
ment and growth. 
"These Internal secretions 
can 


stimulate or inhibit the activity of 
some organ or tissue In a. part of the 
"body far distant from the source 
Cf the secretion Itself," Prof. Guy- 
er explained. "Many physical and 
even mental abnormalities In man 


being traced to deficiencies of 


the encorcme glands, or to upsets 
of their normal Interrelations at dif- 
ferent physiological periods In the 
Individuals."

One of these glands o* internal se- 


cretion which is known to science is 


- the thyroid, which arises embryolog- 


Ically as an outgrowth from the di- 
gestive tract in the neck region, ac- 
eording to Prof. Guyer. Becoming 
Shut off from Its place of origin, iti 
forms a ductless gland. In man it 
Consists of two lobes attached to the 
Sides of the lower portion of the 
larynx, and in an average-sized, nor- 
mal man, the thyroid weighs from 
JO to 25 grams. 


Describes Experiments 


Prof. Gayer described some inter- 


experiments which have been 


performed with thyroid upon tad- 
poles. In one experiment it was dis- 
covered that both frog and salamand- 
er tadpoles fed on thyroid are forced 
fcrto premature maturity, with frog 
tadpoles quickly developing legs, ab- 
igorbing their tails, and becoming 
transformed 
into minature frogs 


fcometsmes no larger than a fly. 


Another experiment revealed that 


ft 5-oucg tadpole deprived o* its thy- 
roid js unable to become a frog 
though it continues to live and may 
grow far beyond the normal size of 
«tadpole. If at any time such a tad- 
pole Is fed thyroid, however, it 
promptly changes. 


The active principle of the thy- 
roid, known scientifically as thy- 
rosin, regulates the rate o* oxida- 
tion, in the body. Although very nec- 
essary to the proper operation of 
physiological processes, only a very 
small trace of thyroxin Is present in 
the normal bofly at one time, Prof. 
Guyer explained.
